Tragedy at Ernest Gouker Home 


Orphaned and Homeless 


Auburn, N. Y., Dec. 11 (AF).—Armed v.-ilh grins smuggled into 


the prison from outside the walls approximately 1,580 convicts in the 
Auburn state prison revolted today shot down principal keeper, 
George A- Dnriiford. seized Warden Edgar S. Jennings, and several 
other keepers and held them as hoste?es for the release oi' about 12 
ringleaders of the mutiny." 


Because of fear that Warden Jennings and a dozen jriiards in 


the hands of the convicts would be killed the authorities hcs:tai«-J 
to attack but probably would be compelled to storm the interior of 
the prison buildings if the convicts made no move. 


Shortly after 12 o'clock the rioting convicts through a spokes- 


man named' Sullivan, who figured in the last riot, sent word out to 
the authorities. 


Threaten Life of Warden 


"We have guns trained on Jennings and the 12 guards. 
If you 


don't give us a free passage out in 15 minutes we will kill them all." 


Warden Jennings sent a message through a trustee to the police 


urging, 


"For 
God's sake give them what they want." 


Captain McGrath of the state troopers led a detachment of troops 


armed with tear gas bombs into the prison ground at 12:35. 


Lieutenant Perry, of the Troop G, got into communication with 


Albany by telephone. 


"If they come out, shoot," Dr. Raymond Keib at the capitol, 


ordered. "If they don't come out go in and get them." 


Perry returned to his command, drew his men up ir> a firing line 


in front of the gate and said: 


"The warden will have to take his chances. If they come out we 


will mow them down. If they don't come out before a load of tear 
gas gets here, we will go in anyway and we will go in shooting."

Dec. ll (AP).—Armed with gum smuggled into 
the prison from outside the walls approximately 1,580 convicts in the 
Auburn state prison revolted today shot

George A. Rumford, seized Warden Edgar S. Jennings, and several 
other keepers and held them as ho* teg es for the release of about 12 
ringleaders of the mutiny. 
Because of fear th at W’arden Jennings and a dozen guards in 
the hands of the convicts would be killed the authorities hesitated 
to attack but probnbly would be compelled to storm the interior of 
the prison buildings if the convicts made no move. 
Shortly after 12 o’clock the rioting convicts through a spokes­ 
man named Sullivan, who figured in the last riot, sent word out to 
the authorities. 
T hreaten Life of Warden 
“We have guns trained on Jennings and the 12 guards, 
lf you 
don’t give us a free passage out in 15 minutes we will kill them all.” 
Warden Jennings sent a message through a trustee to the police 
urging. 
"For God’s sake give them what they want.” 
Captain McGrath of the state troopers led a detachm ent of troops 
armed with tear gas bombs into the prison ground at 12:35. 
Lieutenant Perry, of the Troop G, got into communication with 
Albany by telephone. 
“If they come out. shoot,” Dr. Raymond Keib at the eapitol, 
ordered, “lf they don’t come out go In and get them .” 
Ferry returned to his command, drew his men up in a firing line 
in front of the gate and said: 
"The warden will have to take his chances. 
If they come out we 
will mow them down. 
If they don’t come out before a load of tear 
gas gets here, we will go in anyway and we will go in shooting.”

His 
essay, published in limited edition, 
also describes the pirated editions 
obtainable in New York. 
“The first facsimile,” he writes, 
"was sold, even by Wettable book­ 
sellers. to the unsuspecting public 
as if it were the original first edi­ 
tion."

Lawrence writes: 
“This gallant attempt was fol­ 
lowed by others. I am told there 
was still another facsimile edition 
produced in New York, and I my­ 
self possess a filthy-looking book 
bound in a dull orange cloth, with 
green label, smearily produced by 
photography, andi containing my 
signature forged by the little boy 
of the piratical family. . . .. 
“Then I have had in my hand a 
very funereal 
volume, bound 
in 
black and elongated to look Uke a 
Bible or long hymn-book, gloomy. 


This time the pirate was not only 
sober, but earnest. He has not one. 
but two title pages, and on each is 
a vignet representing the American 
eagle, with six stars roofed his head 
and lightning-splashing 
from his 
paw, all surrounded by a laurel 
wreath in honor of his latest ex­ 
ploit in literary robbery. 


"Semi-Repentant Bookseller” 
“Altogether it is a sinister volume 
—like Captain Kidd with his face

And I am told this lugubrious tome 
sells for $10, $20, $30. $00. accord­ 
ing to the whim of the bookseller 
and the gullibility of the purchaser. 


"None of these pirated editions 
has received any sort of authoriza­ 
tion from me and from none of 
them have I received a penny. A 
semi-repentant bookseller of New 
York did. however, send me some 
dollars, which were, he said, my IO 
per cent royalty of all copies sold j 
in his shop. 
; 


‘“ I know,’ he wrote, ‘it is but a 
drop in the bucket. 
"He meant, of course, a drop out 
of the bucket. And since, for a 
drop. it was quite a nice little sum, 
what a beautiful bucketful there 
must have been for the pirates.” 


New York—It is almost impossible 
these days to escape importunities 
of advertising.

It is not, as appears to 
be widely believed in America, a 
matter of having the government 
pay out vast sums each week to 
support the unemployed In idleness 
and to "keep them quiet."

bears two-sevenths of the xlo)ky4he 
other five-seventh* betof proVMed 
by contributions from.tbi emptoy- 


that he employs; the.worker pays 
sevenpence, an* the state sixpence. 


To qualify for the dole, the .un- 


employed man has to satisfy the 
authorities that — among other 
things—he. is genuinely seekiHg 
work and is unable -.to find i>, and 
that he has paid,at least 30 con- 
tributions to the scheme within the 
two years prior to his application. 


The scale of benefits under the 


scheme is not so liberal as to offer 
any inducement to deliberate idle- 
ness. 


The highest single payment is 17 


shillings weekly, a"bput $4.25, to un- 
employed men over 21 years of 
age; and a descending «eale leads 
to the smallest paymenfc-that of 5 
shillings s week to girls of sixteen 
and seventeen.

In actual fact, the state only 
bears two-seventha of tho dotoytha
